Prosecutor's Evidence of Bolshevist University Guilt : 
Shooting in the Back Disproved : Eye-Witness’s 
Testimony to Nature of Attack 





POLICE WITH NO OI 


PTION BUT TO FIRE 





‘The Mixed Court (Mr. Jacobs, 
American Assessor, and Magistrate| 
Kuan) yesterday’ continued the| 
hearing ‘of the cases against a 
large number of students and 
‘others arrested on Saturday ,May| 
30, prior to the shooting at Louza| 
Police Station. 

Considerable interest was taken 
in the trial and a large guard of 
volunteers, specials, and police were 
on duty in the neighbourhood of, 
‘and in, the court room. An ar- 
moured car was detached for! 
duty on North Chekiang Road. 
‘Me. E, T. Maitland appeared for 
the Police; Dr. Fischer watched 
the ease for the Commissioner of 
Foreign Affairs; Mr, Ho Fei repres, 
ented two of the defendants and 
inthe afternoon, Mr. H.C. Mei 
said he appeared on behalf of the 
accused. 

‘On the first case being called, 
some 18 men stepped into the 
dock out of 46 on the charge 
sheet, the balance having forfated 
bail. 
"Whe defendants presented a rather 
mixed aspect, about half of them 
having the appearance of genuine 
students and the others probably 
having been onlookers and listen 
ers.in during the speech-making 
which was general throughout Lou- 
za District on the eventful after. 
noon, ‘The great majority were: 
hetween 30 and 40 years of age 
and one or two might have been 
in their teens, 

SULLY ANTE-FOREIGN SCHOOLBOYS 


Mr. Maitland, in opening, said he 
proposed to give the caso against 
the accused as fully as posable in 
order that the whole story, might 
be revealed. Cn the surface of 
things, there was no doubt the 
riots were anti-forcign aad the 
Tapane-e mill tr uble was tho peg 
fon which the exouso was hung. 
But he would prove with regard to 
those so-called s.udents — a better 
word to desoribe them would be 
silly schoutboys — that the troub- 
Ie roully started at a bolshevi 
University, the Shanghai Uoiver- 
tity on Seymour Road. He would 
show contlusively tho cass was in 
fact pure bolshevism ard nothing 
elo. One +f the docum nts 
« ard in this University had a bol- 
shevist origin in Germany. ‘The 
Curt would agreo no better mat- 
erin] cuald be found for tho spread 
bolshevism and the creating « f 
ord in this unfortunat country 
thin these ignorant and conceited 
selicolhoys. Ho would also prove 
that the yolico acted with the 
greatest leniency and had the 
rnd had the greatest. reluctance 
to fire. ‘The only reason for the 
firieng was that it was impossinle 
for any human being to do other- 
wise and maintain order in the 
Settlement. Certain lies were be- 
ing circulatedthat people had been 
shot in the back. He would call 
doctors who would tell exactly 
where everyone was shot. 

1 THE POLICE MAD NOT FIRED 

Mr. Maitland then proceeded 
relate the circumstances and said 
there was hardly a handful of for- 
eigners to keep back a crowd of 
something like 2,000. No one in the. 
world would say that five or six 
foreigners againat this raging mob 
shouting “Kill the foreigner” were| 
wrong to fire. One had to consider 
not only the loss of life if the policee 
fired, but what would happen if 
they’ had not fired. ‘The first 
thing, obviously, that would have| 
happened would have been that! 
Louza would have been taken by 
the students and the mob. 

We all knew from experience: 
that when suck riots occurred any~ 
whwre in the world it was the hoo= 
figan who took advantage of them 
to loot and do anything else bad 
Je could. The Court must realise 






























































[perfectly well if Louza Station had 
‘been taken by the mob the whol 
‘of Nanking Road would have been 
looted. They all knew how peo- 
pple calling themselves soldiers trea. 
ted the civilian population up- 
country in cases like this. What, 
‘then, would a mob like this do ? 
Dr. H.C. Chen, 31.p,, Police Hos. 
ppital doctor, who said’ he saw four 
of the corpecs in the mortuary, 
described ‘tho position of the| 
‘wounds. One was wounded in the| 
chest, another the bullet had en. 
tered’ the neck, a third was con- 
sistent with the man who was 
wounded having been standing| 
sidewise, and in the —fourth| 
there were wounds both in the 
front and back of the body. Later! 
he saw the bodies of another 
three men In one case the bullet 
had not come out and was buried 
in the chest. It would be very dif- 
ficult to say in some cases wh 
was the wound of entrance and, 
which of exit. Only in one case 
however,did he think the bullet 
had entered at the back of the 
hhead, and in that case he thought 
the exit of the wound was just 
below the loft eye, because that 
wonnd was the bigger of the two.

‘The strike has now been on for 
four days, inquests have been held

THE DEADLOCK AND

Even “when a man hi 
been convicted of a crime, still 
less when he is only accused of it, 
we do not ostracize his family 
Jand even his friends, and do our 
best to deprive them of food,| 
light and the general necessities! 
of existence. But that iis :pre- 
cisely what the extremists ap- 
pear now tothe world to bedo- 
jing, and they do not realise what} 
harm they are thus doing, not 
jonly to the immediate cause they’ 
have in view but to the reputa- 
ition of China as a whole, and to! 
the realization of her ideals and 
ambitions. Foreigners them-| 
selves are entirely ready to face| 
a court of inquiry, of the best 
jconstitution that can be devised. 
If the extremist party are not 
jequally ready, the natural deduc-| 
tion which the outside world will 
make, is that they are afraid of| 
what ‘such a court would reveal. 

But if the inquiry is to be held, 
the strike must first be called 
off, and the general business of| 
ithe Settlement be resumed nor- 
mally. No court could possibly 
funetion in the present atmos- 
phere of passive warfare. And| 
it the Chinese extremists cannot | 
bring themselves to this, there 
is nothing to be done but tohold 
‘on until time brings its usual 
jemollients.

|nity in China and the intorests of 
foreign trade with her depend upon 
the existence of a feeling of mutual 
understanding and confidence bet~ 
ween the Chinese and foreigners in 
China that, if not on the high 
ground of fustice, at least as a mat 
ter of sheer expediency, it would be 
well for the foreign nations or their 
agents in China, who still exercise 
special rights of a political charne- 
ter nowhere exercised by foreigners 
in other great countries and who 
still enjoy extraordinary privileges 
nowhere enjoyed by foreigners. in 
other civilized lands, to seck to un- 
derstand the viewpoint of the Chi 
nese people and at least in some 
measure to consult their interests 
in matters. vitally affecting them, 
especially relating to questions ari- 
sing in the foreign settlements 
where as a rule they are not accord= 
ed the right to vote which the for- 
eign ratepayers onjoy, though they

In the introduction to this magni- 
[Acent volume Mr. Binyon has point 
ed out the slow and recent growth 
lof Western interest in Oriental art. 
Tt was not really until the 1960's 
that we began to understand and 
Jappreciate its beauty, and we began 
fon the lesser art of Japanese priats, 
In 1881 the museum acquired Dr. 
‘William Anderson's collection, which 
included several paintings ‘of the 
JJupanese classic period and certain 
even more important Chinese works. 
‘Through these in England, but in the 
Western world at large rather 
through the pioneer work of Mr. 
Charles Freer, an American, we 
have come in this century to re- 
cognize the supreme quality of 
Chinese work; and within recent 
years the Bhuddist art of Eastern 
Turkestan and India has come to 
be recognized as great art and 
not as of merely ethnographical 
interest. 
‘Although we have now a clear 
grasp of the main outlines in the 
development of Bhuddist art, ant 
fa widespread and sincere admiration 
for Oriental art in general, the 
British Museum collection is stitt 
scattered in the most inconvenienb 
manner. Mr, Binyon discusses 
briefly the proposed, but so far 
unsupported, scheme for gallery 
‘of Oriental art in London. On first 
feonsiaeration the scheme seems ad- 
mirable, and for those who have 
ready some knowledge of Oriental 
fart it would be of inestimable value; 
Dbut a second consideration suggests 
that the proposal is perhaps 
premature. Whatever may 
itude of cultured people, Oriontat 
fart, it must be confessod, is still a 
felosed book to the majority of or-
